After a trial lasting for three: 
months and one day, Clarence, 
S, Darrow, the famous labor: 
attorney, was this 
forenoon! 
found not guilty of corruptly! 
influencing George Lockwood,1 
a prospective juror in the Mc­ 
Namara trial, 


The court room was immediately in j 
an uproar. Joyous friends of Barrow 
surged on ii im with congratulations. I 
F o r a minute Barrow stood gazing at 
the spectator!: with hip w ife’s arm | 
around his neck, apparently unable to 
realize that the terrible ordeal was 
really over. Then lie marched to the 
Jury box with tears on his cheeks, but 
his face wreathed in smiles, and si-' 
lently shook hands with each of th o 1 
jury. H is wife walked 
beside 
him 
weeping, and witb her arms about her 
husband. The surge of the crowd then 
forced Barrow 
toward 
tile 
judge’s , 
chambers. Standing against the wall, 
he held up ids hand and said: “ T h a n k , 
you. my friends.”. Tho crowd cheered., 
The jury was out thirty-seven min-! 
utes. On resinning their places, Judge 
H utton asked: 
"H a v e you reached a verdict?”

W illiam s 
replied: 
“ W e 
have.” 
The defendant waived the ladling 
of tho box. 
Foreman 
W illiam s,

Judge Hutton’s order, then read tho 
ve rd ic t:

JUDGE HUTTO N’S CHARGE 
TO THE DARROW JURY 
B O S ANCJKLK8, Aug. 17— Accord­ 
ing to announcement made last even­ 
ing at. the conclusion of John B. Fred­ 
ericks' closing argument for the pros­ 
ecution at 4:40 o’clock. Judge George 
H . Hutton, before whom the trial of 
Clarence S. Barrow, accused of par­ 
ticipation in the bribery of Uoorge N. 
Lockwood, a Jury venireman, hus been 
in progress 
for 
more 
than 
three, 
months, gave hts charge to the jury, 
concluding at 9:47 o’clock, after speak­ 
ing almost half an hour. At 9:18, the 
Ju ry retired. Mrs. Barrow wept hys­ 
terically. Darrow paced about nervous­ 
ly, with his hands in his pockets, fre­ 
quently drinking water from u pitch­ 
er at the table. 
Judge Hutton Instructed the jury 
to disregard tile personal opinion of 
attorneys on either side. He declared 
they must regard the charges proved 
beyond a reasonable doubt, or render 
a verdict of not guilty. He advised 
thorn that they could not convict on 
the testimony of an accomplice unless 
it was corroborated. 
The first count of the indictment 
charged Barrow with bribing a juror. 
Judgo Hutton said: 
“ I charge you the evidence present­ 
ed does not warrant conviction upon 
tho first count” 
“ H e then continued: 
“ If you find 
that through an agent the defendant 
approached Lockwood and gave him 
money for the purpose of influencing 
his decision whether M cN am ara ex­ 
pected to come to trial or not, it will 
be your duty to find guilty 
of 
at­ 
tem pting to corruptly influence 
the 
juror, as charged in the second in­ 
dictm ent." 
In his charge, Judge Hutton further 
said: 
‘‘If you find that the witnesses 
have testified who are 
accomplices, 
and there is no other evidence to cor­ 
roborate. you must find the defendant 
not guilty. The certainty whether the 
witness was an accomplice 
or

must resolve a doubt in favor of Hie

LOS ANGELIS PRODUCE MARKET 


Business on the markets yesterday 
morning was very active and charac­ 
teristic of the week end buying. The 
demand for fresh fruits was particu­ 
larly lively, but few changes were re­ 
ported, despite the heavy receipts of 
n number of products. The market 
which came down on raisins created 
little comment, owing to the fact that 
the first drying always brings a lower 
quotation on that fruit. The situation, 
according to well informed dealers, 
Is not as good this year as last for a 
big crop, and there will be material 
strengthening up when the East be­ 
gins to buy, which will be within an­ 
other month. Other dried fruit Is In 
call for delivery In the future, and 
pHcen ara down on ail varieties, some 
of them only fractionally. The new 
dried apricots ara bringing from 9% 
to IO ti cents a pound among the Job­ 
bers. Thera were very few changes 
In tho vegetable market, the supply 
of fresh products being of good qual­ 
ity and Bise. Alligator pears are more 
plentiful, and ara selling down to $4 
a dosen. 
The market on staples 
was 
also 
steady. There was a curtailed demand 
for eggs, owing to tho increased prlco 
fixed on the day 
previous. 
Receipts 
were not very large, only 181 cases. 
Pullet eggs were In better call, with 
higher prices. 
Butter receipts were 42,879 pounds, 
and the demand for extras 
was 
a 
trifle better than normal. The sale of 
other grades was at the quoted fig­ 
ures. A heavy shipment of cheese was 
reported from the North, due to the 
arrival of a vessel at San Pedro, car­ 
rying a big cargo of the Oregon prod­ 
uct. The market was not at all affect­ 
ed by theso arrivals, 
which 
totaled 
10,065 pounds. Soma eastern 
obsess 
sold, and there was no call for the 
fancy varieties. 
Potatoen moved along at current 
prices, and with apparently no change 
In the local supply. Receipts from the 
north totaled 1138 sacks. No onions 
were received. The new crop of garlic 
is coming in, and sells at 7 
and 
8 
cents a pound. The first Biteable bean 
shipment in months was reported yes­ 
terday. wi*1' tho arrival of 400 sacks 
of new cr..i pinks on the market.
